“My subject today is building 
homes and families that are spiri- 
tually secure,” said Elder Joseph B. 
Wirthlin, a member of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles. He said 
throughout the storms of life, we 
sometimes would like to withdraw 
and isolate ourselves.

He continued later, “To instill 
order in our homes, parents should 
be in charge and exercise parental 
authority in righteous dominion. 
Parents should establish accept- 
able standards of behavior for their 
children, setting limits and adher- 
ing to them consistently.” 

President Gordon B. Hinckley, 
first counselor in the First 
Presidency, concluded the Sunday 
morning session by reinforcing the 
importance of temples and temple 
work.

Two new Seventies name 
families and temples stressed

Mothers encouraged to raise children at home, 
the importance of regular temple worship, 
developing an understanding of Jesus Christ 
and the strength of the Church were topics of 
the Saturday afternoon session of general con- 
ference. 

Five new members of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy were announced at the beginning of the 
session presided over 
by President Gordon 
B. Hinckley, first 
counselor in the First 
Presidency. Neil 
Linden Andersen of 
Tampa, Fla., and 
Todd Christofferson of 
Charlotte, N.C., were 
called to serve in the 
First Quorum. - F. 
Melvin. Hammond, 
Kenneth Johnson and 
Lynn A. Mickelsen, 
who previously served 
in the Second 
Quorum, were 
advanced to the first 
Quorum. 

Elder Richard G. Scott encouraged mothers to 
stay in the home to raise their children. “When, 
as mothers, you are consistently in the home, at. 
least during the hours the children are predomi- 
nantly there, you can detect the individual 
needs of each child and provide ways to satisfy 
them,” he said. 

“Your divinely given instincts help sense a 
child’s special talents and unique capacities, so 
that you can nurture and strengthen,” Scott 
said. 

“You must be willing to forgo personal plea- 
sure and self interest for family-centered activi- 
ty,” he said. 

Scott congratulated mothers: for the church’s 
valiant force of over 48,000 missionaries. “We 
can understand what motivates missionaries to 
sacrifice to serve others by examining their 
early youth,” he said. 

Scott encouraged mothers to teach children 
“more about the Master,” to read scriptures and 
gospel stories to their children and to teach 
them to be missionary-minded. 

Elder David B. Haight addressed the impor- 
tance of personal temple worship. “If you live 
near a temple, partake of the opportunity to go 
often and regularly,” he said.

understand how to proceed,” Elder Haight said. 

Knowledgeable Family History Consultants 
are now available for assistance.

The Church Family History Department has 
microfilmed records for about two billion indi- 
viduals.

mere building can be.” 

Elder John M. 
Madsen encouraged 
members to come to 
: know Christ, and to 
bear testimony of him. “We have no more sacred 
privilege, and no more urgent and sacred 
responsibility, than to bear testimony that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of the living God!” 

“They who have come to know him, do not 
fear! They look unto him in ‘every thought,” 
he said. ae 

Elder Madsen stressed the importance of the 
Book of Mormon as a teaching tool about the 
Savior. “In its pages ... the true identity of the 
lord Jesus Christ stands forever revealed—past, 
present and future!” 

Elder V. Dallas Merrell shared observations of 
a Jewish scholar, Harold Bloom, about Joseph 
Smith and Mormonism: “I also do not doubt 
that Joseph Smith was an authentic prophet. 
Where in all American history can we find his 
match?” ‘ 

“Nothing else in all of American history 
strikes me as equal to the early Mormons,” 
Bloom said. Elder Merrell said Bloom is a dis- 
tinguished professor at both New York and Yale 
Universities.

Elder James E. Faust, a member of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, directed his —

important of all institutions—the family.” __ 

“In what I say [ do not wish to offend any- 
one,” Elder Faust said as he began his talk. 
The disintegration of homes is “a cancer fram 
which few families have escaped,” he said.

“Magnify your priesthood calling; bless your 
families through this sacred influence, and 
experience the rewards promised by our 
Father and God.” : : 

Elder Faust said much social disorder in 
today’s society can be blamed for neglect of 
fathers in the home. “Crime and many 
behavioral disorders in the United States 
come from homes where the father has aban- 
doned the children,” he said. “We need to 
honor the position of the father as the prima- 
ry provider for physical and spiritual sup- 

ort.” % 
aa urge the husbands and fathers of this 
Church to be the kind of a man your wife 
would not want to be without,” Elder Faust 
said. “I urge the sisters of this Church to be 
patient, loving, and understanding with 
their husbands.” : 

Elder Faust reminded members of the 
Church that “marriage between man and 
woman is a natural state and is ordained of 
God.” It is a moral imperative, he said. 

Marriages performed in temples “become 
the most sacred covenants we can make.”

Airlifts to Bosnia-Herzegovina resume 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — About 1,500 worshippers risked 
sniper fire and filled Sacred Heart Cathedral to hear an appeal for peace 
on Palm Sunday as the U.N. airlift resumed after a 16-day suspension. 

Another aid mission finally reached the embattled Muslim enclave of 
Srebrenica to deliver 85 tons of food and: medicine. But town officials 
blocked the planned evacuation of wounded people and other refugees, 
saying it would further Serb plans to clear the area of Muslims, a U:N. 
official said. 

An international air operation dropped 45 tons of food and nearly 1 ton 
of medicine overnight in the Srebrenica area. 

The developments came a day after Bosnian Serb leaders rejected an 
international plan for ending the year-old ethnic war. At U.N. headquar- 
ters, diplomats said the Security Council this week would impose stiffer 

; sanctions on Serb-dominated Yugoslavia for supporting the rebels in

Orton to discuss federal deficit

Representative Bill Orton will 
speak out against the federal 
deficit and present his solutions to 
reduce deficit spending during a 
panel discussion at noon today in 
the ELWC Memoriai Lounge. 

“Agree or disagree with the 
President’s (Clinton’s) plan, we still 
have a defective budget process 
that allows Congress and the 
President to avoid balancing the 
budget,” Orton said when he intro- 
duced legislation to reform the bud- 
get process February 24. 

“With this bill, we can’t walk 
away from the deficit,” he said. 
“What I’m attempting to do is go 
beyond the arguments over whose 
plan is best and tilt the entire bud- 
get process towards deficit reduc- 
tion.” 

Ted Stewart, Director of National 
Resources for Utah and former 
Head of Commerce will also partici- 
pate at the panel. Stewart intro- 
duced a three-year spending freeze 
as the essential first step to control 
the national deficit when he ran for 
Senate last year, said Jeffrey 


Teichert a second-year law student 
who will mediate the panel. 
_ BYU professor of economics David 
Spencer will present a less common 
viewpoint about the deficit at 
today’s panel. 

“T think the deficit is not impor- 
tant in explaining the current 
recession from which we’re now 


recovering,” Spencer said. “It’s not’ 


that I don’t believe the deficit isn’t 
a problem, I just don’t believe it’s a 
catastrophic problem as Ross Perot 
does.” 

The panel’s sponsor, Deficit Zero, 
is one of the fastest growing clubs 
on campus. Nearly 1,000 BYU stu- 
dents and faculty have joined 
Deficit Zero since December 1992 
and club president Cory Leonard 
said he hopes club membership will 
climb to 10,000. 

Leonard said the non-partisan 
club does not offer solutions to the 
deficit, but tries to create an 
awareness on campus about the 
deficit. 

“Deficit Zero:was conceived by a 
group of 12 students attending 
Washington Seminar,” he said. 
(While in Washington), “we heard 
over and over again how the deficit

is the problem of our generation, so 
we decided to form a club.” 

Leonard said people concerned 
about the federal government 
deficit are encouraged to get 
involved. 

“Our main purpose is to raise 
awareness about the deficit and 
educate students about how the 
deficit will affect them personally,” 
Teichert said. 

“We try to personalize the issue 
and make the deficit understand- 
able,” Leonard said. 

Teichert said, “I think a lot of peo- 
ple are mystified about the deficit. 
We hear about it all the time, but 
many don’t really know how it 
impacts them.” 

“The deficit really does affect us 
because it dampens the entire 
economy. If there weren’t a deficit, 
wages would be higher and employ- 
ment easier to find,” Leonard said. 

Every American’s share of the 
national debt is $16,000, Teichert 
said. 

“By the. year 2020; if the present 
trends continue, our annual deficit 
will exceed our annual tax revenue 
which means an economic collapse 
of the United States,” he said.

‘Eco-paks’ new rage in CDs"

Environmental activists were 
rewarded a big victory from the 
Recording Industry Association of 
America and students may soon 
feel the effects of the decision to 
retire the compact disc longbox 
used since the introduction of com- 
pact discs. 

The environmentally-conscious 
solution to reduce the 16,700 tons 
of trash generated last year by 
compact disc longboxes began April 
1. The multicolor cardboard pack- 
aging will be replaced with 
reusable plastic “keepers” or musi- 
cians may choose to use an “Eco 
Pak” jewel box. 

Compact disc buyers. may already 
have noticed musicians such as 
Sting, U2 and INXS have began 
switching to the “Eco Pak” jewel 
box to store their new discs. 

The “Eco Pak” jewel box was first 
introduced by Sting with his album 
“The Soul Cages.” U2’s “Achtung 
Baby” and INXS’ “Welcome To 
Wherever You Are” were quick to 
follow using the “Eco Pak” which is 
also made out of cardboard, with 
the box converting into the case. 

The compact disc buyer folds the 
longbox which also doubles as an 
album cover into the case by follow- 
ing the directions on the box. 

Michelle Melendez, a 24-year-old 
Spanish-teaching senior from 
Fullerton, Calif., said she easily 
put a box together and appreciates 
the musicians who care enough 
about the environment to package 
their compact discs in an “Eco Pak”

NEW YORK -- Douglas Brinkley 
has this vision of the ultimate col- 
lege course: 20 Harley-Davidson 
motorcycles throttling down the 
great American highway in search 
of Truth, Freedom and Rock ‘n’ 
Roll. 

That probably isn’t what the 
trustees of Hofstra University had 
in mind when they hired Brinkley 
to teach American diplomatic histo- 
ry. But it’s not far from what they 
got. : 

Brinkley, an associate professor 
at Hofstra, is the instructor, tour 
guide and spiritual leader of “An 
American Odyssey: Art» and 
Culture: Across America,” a six- 
week course in history, literature 
and culture that rumbled out of 
New York last week on two custom- 
fitted buses and swept onto the 
road in a gust of hype and glory. 

The group is scheduled to arrive 
in Utah today. They will visit Salt 
Lake City and Zion National Park. 

“Instead of sitting in a Long 


Abraham Lincoln’s Illinois, Jimmy 
Carter’s Georgia, Harry Truman’s 
Missouri or Thomas Jefferson’s 
Virginia, we would visit those 
states ourselves on a historical 
exploration of America,” Brinkley 
said. 

Along the way, they camped in 
national parks, heard jazz in New 
Orleans and blues in Chicago, the 
Grateful Dead in San Francisco 
and Bob Dylan in Seattle, branded 
cattle in South Dakota and talked 
to William Burroughs at his home 
in Kansas. , 

“He just opened up all these 
doors,” one of the students, 
Christine Morga, said of Brinkley. 

One of Brinkley’s biggest thrills 
during the first trip, he said, was 
seeing a student who'd never read 
an unassigned book eagerly buying 
a copy of a Jack. London novel at 
London’s ranch in California. 

“['m being harder on the students 
this year,” Brinkley said. The class 
includes a lengthy reading list, 
tests and a mandatory journal.

Carl Whittaker, a 19-year-old 
freshman pre-med major from 
Corona, Calif., said he supports the 
recording industry’s decision to 
reduce waste. 

“Besides, it takes a little bit of 
effort to fold the box up but the 
amount of garbage it saves is worth 
it,” Whittaker said. 

Jeff Arnett, a 19-year-old open- 
major freshman from Mesa, Ariz., 
was shocked to hear the longboxes 
produced tons of trash each year 
and he said it was time Americans 
took action to reduce making avoid- 
able environmental problems. 

The old boxes have dominated 
record stores’ racks because retail- 
ers have resisted any alternative. 
New boxes would most likely 
require expensive rack rebuilding 
in record stores, 

The jewel box — the plastic case 
that currently houses the disc itself 
— will be the container of choice. 
Some record stores. will wrap the 
jewel box in reusable plastic “keep- 
ers” that fit better in racks. 


- Retailers across the country 


expressed concern and frustration 
with the new boxes in a March 6 
Billboard magazine article. They 
say the record companies’ distribu- 
tors are far from consistent. Some 
distributors have begun shipping 
jewel-boxed discs wrapped in plas- 
tic and some simply send the box 
and disc. Retailers are concerned 
that thieves will see the new style 
of-boxes as an open invitation to . 
steal.

Bradley banking on NBA’s big bucks

Shawn Bradley’s life has been fraught with 
difficult decisions. That’s how it is for the 7-foot- 
6 missionary/center, projected to be one of the 
best basketball players on the planet.

His parents’ announcement that their son, 
currently serving in Australia, would bypass his 
career at BYU to make himself eligible for the 
1993 NBA June draft, sent shock waves across 
the ocean, throughout the BYU campus and the 
basketball world in general. 

After calling his parents, telling them what he 
wanted to do, Bradley sat in the office of his 
mission president, who asked him how he felt. 
“T feel really good, really relieved,” Bradley 
answered. President Keith Nielsen replied, 
“You know, you should, because so do I.” 

Reiner Bradley, Shawn’s father, said he’s 
pleased with the decision. “It’s so exciting, we’re 
really tickled for him. He spent a lot of time 
weighing the various options, the positives and 
the negatives.” 

Not everyone, of course, felt good about it. 

“We are devastated to lose such a great play- 
er,” said coach Roger Reid, who was in New 


Orleans, the site of the Final Four, when’ 


President Rex Lee called to tell him the news. 
“We were counting on having another year after 
his mission. It’s tough to replace a player of that 
magnitude. We wish him every bit of success.” 


Meanwhile, a hemisphere away, Bradley spent 
the better part of Saturday, including the early 
hours of the morning, on the phone, answering 
questions from the media about his decision. 

“T called my parents a couple of days ago after 
much information-gathering and much consid- 
eration and much prayer as well,” Bradley told 
the Daily Universe. “And when I called them, 


_the decision I made was to commit myself eligi- 


ble for the NBA. When I told them, they were 
relieved in a sense. Their reaction to the deci- 
sion reaffirmed in my mind that it was the right 
thing to do.” 

Bradley said he had been planning all along to 
return to BYU for his sophomore season, but 
the information gathered by his family and oth- 
ers caused him to change his mind. 

Reiner Bradley said the turning point came 
during the NBA All-Star break, which was held 
in February. in Salt Lake, when he met with 
various agents. The Bradleys’ discussions with 
them were revealing. “Before the All-Star break 
I didn’t have a clue about the salary cap or the 
(draft) lottery.” 

Bradley never talked to any agents, but said 
he did review the transcripts of the conversa- 
tions his parents conducted. 

The big factor, Reiner Bradley said, was the 
threat of a career-ending injury. The Bradleys 
were going to take out a $3 million insurance 
policy, but they were advised that amount was 
too low. Certainly also weighing heavily in his 


decision to turn pro was the talk of an NBA 


rookie salary cap that could go into effect in 
1994-95. 


The Bradleys eventually chose to be represent-. 


ed by David Falk, who represents Micheal 
Jordan. 

Before the final decision, Reiner had been 
working on getting Shawn working out with the 
Boston Celtics or Bill Walton to prepare to play 


Bradley said his resolution was based on a 
combination of factors. 

“lve had a basketball in my hands since the 
day I was born,” he said, “and I love the game. 
My goal is to play in the NBA. That’s the ulti- 
mate for a basketball player. We had to take 
everything into consideration. My parents had 
gathered as much information as they possibly 
could about the situation. Once we got all the 
information, we made the decision and I felt 
really good about it.” 


And for Bradley, the realization of the dream ; 


to play in the NBA and the huge contract he is 
about to sign, is overwhelming. “You’ve got to 
remember where I come from — a little farm in 
the middle of Utah,” he said. “That just kind of 
blows me away. I just grew up loving the game, 
doing what I like to do and having the opportu- 
nity to play in the NBA is just an honor for 
me...I don’t think it will hit me until I get home. 
“As a missionary, you get into the mindset 
where you're doing the Lord’s Work and it gets 
to the point where everything else is (forgotten) 
and you concentrate on what you need to do 
here. The reason I had to make this decision is 
because other things back home were starting 
to affect my mission. So we had to make a deci- 
sion and talk to all the people we had to talk to 
and for the next two months, get back out in the 
field and work hard and finish up strong.” 
Bradley has been the assistant to the presi- 
dent in the Australia, Sydney mission for the 
past two months.: “Being that close to. President 
Nielsen and being in a place where we could be 
in contact with people occasionally from the 
States, we were able to make the decision now.” 


Bradley, who is scheduled to return home the .- 


first week in June, said he will spend his sum- 
mer working out and hopes, he said, getting in 
shape.

BYU braces for life 
without 7-6 Bradley

April 2; 1993, known to some as 
Black Friday, was the day BYU 
lost more than a 7-foot-6 sopho- 
more. After four years of strategiz- 
ing, marketing and dreaming about 
the year to come, BYU’s basketball 
future is changed forever. 

Reiner. Bradley, Shawn’s father, 
said Shawn has been communicat- 
ing for the last two months with 
friends and people that have infor- 
mation about the NBA and decided 
Friday night he would forgo his eli- 
gibility. 

“IT know he gave great considera- 
tion to BYU fans. It has been hard 
for the BYU team, but there were 
so many things at stake,” Reiner 
Bradley said. “I think that his only 
regret is to the BYU fans he let 
down.” 

“Tt’s unfortunate... I think about 
the people at BYU and the friends 
that ’'ve made and I know people 
aren’t going to be happy with my 
decision, | know others are,” 
Shawn Bradley said. “But the way 
I feel about it now, with the deci- 
sion we’ve made, I feel really good 
about it. And I would hope others 
would as well.” 

While BYU has responded gra- 


‘ciously to Bradley’s decision, it is 


impossible to estimate what one 
year of Shawn Bradley would have 
done for BYU. ~ 

“T wanted to cry. Like everyone 
I’m disappointed, especially since 
my job is to promote ticket sales,” 
said Vale Hale, BYU assistant ath- 
letic director. 

“T don’t think there is: any ques- 
tion that not having Shawn will 
affect our television coverage,” 
Hale said. 

On Thursday it was announced 
that BYU will participate in a tour- 
nament that was to feature three 
seven footers. Now, the Diet Pepsi 
Tournament of Champions, Dec. 3-

In addition to tournament possi- 
bilities, BYU’s 1994 schedule was 
taking shape. Fans can kiss good- 
bye the possibility of a nationally 
televised game against Seton Hall 
in the Marriott center next 
December. 

In addition to television contracts, 
BYU will have to re-align its mar- 
keting strategy. “The marketing 
focus would have been on Shawn 
Bradley, we would have capitalized 
on that,” Hale said. 

He added that the main advan- 
tage would have been exposure. “It 
has been along time since we’ve 
been on a major network besides 
ESPN, outside the NCAA tourna- 
ment.” 

BYU basketball has not had a 
regular season game on NBC, ABC 
or CBS since at least 1984. 

Hale said it is impossible to say 
how much money would have been 
generated in TV contracts alone by 
Bradley’s presence. 

Dreams of sell-out crowds at the 
Marriott center are also unlikely. 

BYU president Rex. E. Lee said 
Bradley’s decision was as much of a 
surprise and a disappointment to 
him as to everyone. “I would have 
loved to have watched him in a 
BYU uniform.” ; 

Lee also said it is unfortunate 
that the NBA doesn’t impose 
some kind of limitation on recruit- 
ing college players until they com- 
plete eight semesters — not only as 
a gesture to academics, but more- 
over the individuals wouldn’t have 
to worry about making the decision 
to leave school. : 

Lee added it is true that BYU 
would have attracted television 
coverage with Bradley that it oth- 
erwise wouldn’t have received, 

“We were glad to have him here 
for one year. And we wish him well.

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Perot: Give the Americans a voice

Ross Perot addressed an overflow- 
ing house at Cottonwood High 
School in Salt Lake City Friday, 
saying the American people must 
join together to revitalize the gov- 
ernment for the 21st century. 

Perot told the crowd “We’re 
(United We Stand America) here to 
give the American people a voice 
(in government).” 

“We the people of United We 
Stand America, recognizing that 
our republic was founded as a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people, unite to 
restore the integrity of our econom- 
ic and political systems. We commit 
ourselves to organize, to educate 
and to participate in political 
processes and to hold our public 
servants accountable,” Perot said. 
He went on to say they will rebuild 
America and “return the sovereign- 
ty of America to her people.” 

“That’s what we’re up to,” he said. 

Perot talked extensively about 
the national debt, foreign lobbyists 

‘and keeping jobs in the United 
States. He also told the crowd what 
Americans wanted from govern- 
ment, based on the figures of a poll 
he took. 

Perot said in order for the 
American people to agree to a tax 
increase the government must 
agree to start keeping books, have 
a detailed plan before any more 
taxes are paid that shows the tax 
and spending increases and the 
spending cuts, cut $2 of spending

for every $1 of tax increases, 
explain in detail how this new plan 
will lead to the elimination of the 
debt and spend money more care- 
fully. 

He said respondents to his poll 
also supported giving the president 
the line item veto, eliminating the 
electoral college, creating term lim- 
itations, getting rid of foreign lob- 
byists, limiting domestic lobbyists 
so they can only provide informa- 
tion, ard requiring all sacrifice to 
start at the top. 

Cut government salaries, staff, 
perks, he said. 


Perot congratulated his support- 
ers saying, “Everyone laughed at 


you last year, but you organized . 


yourselves. The people did it at the 
local level. } 

“You’ve got something far more 
precious than the lobbyist’s money, 
you've got the vote. You can be the 
owners of this country,” he said. 

“We must reform the federal gov- 
ernment at all levels to eliminate 
fraud, waste and abuse. We must 
establish and maintain the highest 
moral and ethical standards from 
our government servants,” Perot 
said. $
